Cumieres advance the Germans again 
have pressed forward in the Thiaumont 
wood, northeast of Verdun, and added 
to their line in the eastern part of it. 


PARIS ADMITS DEFEAT. 

Paris admitted today the abandoning 
of the Bethincourt-Cumieres road, 
which the Germans have been seeking 
to break since early in April. The war 
office conceded losses in the Caurettes 
wood, south of Cumieres, and on the 
slopes of Dead Man hill. 

Since then the curtain of censorship 
has been dropped on the operations at 
Verdun. The night communique is al- 
‘most the briefest since the beginning 
of the attack. It g.ves no details, but 
confines itself to the terse statement that 
the “ bombardment has been violent in 
the region of Dead Man hill and Cu- 
mleres.“ 

PLAN TO EVACUATE? 

Observers here believe this step is 
preparatory to the announcing of news 
which they have been expecting for 
some time—the evacuation of Dead Man 
hill and Hill 304 by Gen. Nivelle. It has 
always been a part of the Prench plan 
to sacrifice these positions after the 
Germans had bought them sufficiently 
dearly. 

Today's asvaulte were a repetition of 
the slaughter that has gone on at Ver- 
aun since Feb. 21. Even the ground of 
today’s battle has been fought over in- 
cessantly for three months. The lines 
stand scarcely a thousand yards from 
where they stood then. They have been 
purchased at a cost of thousands of 
lives per foot.

GERMAN FLANK MOVEMENT. 

The German operation at Cumieres is 
designed to do what the attack at Avo- 
court has failed to do. It seeks to flank 
from the east instead of the west the 
French positions at Dead Man hill and 
Hill 304.

LONDON, May 31, 5 a. m.—Lord Cro-

of the allles. His letter says in part: 

In the first place, President Wilson 
cannot too clearly understand that, al- 
though the. people of this country are de- 
sirous of bringing the war to a close, they 
would altogether reject the idea of con- 
cluding peace save on terms wholly ac- 
ceptable to themselves and their allies. 

In the second place, President Wilson 
should realize that the meaningless and 
misleading phrase freedom of the seas 
is generally regarded here a a mere 
euphemiam for the destruction of the 
naval supremacy of Great Britain. 

“Im the third place, while we all rec- 
ognize President Wilson's good intentions 
and aime, it is more than doubtful, despite 
the friendly feelings entertaimed towards 
America, whether the people of this coun- 
try will welcome under any circumstances 
the idea that President Wilson should 
assume the role of mediator.

OF NAVY BROKEN 
BY REPUBLICANS 


House More than Doubles Sub- 
marines, but Refuses to 
Add Dreadnaught, 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., May 30.—(Special.) 
—With Secretary of the Navy Daniels 
on the floor of the house lobbying against 
,imcreages in the naval program framed 
dy the Democrats of the house committee 
on navel affaira the Republican leaders 
smashed the Democratic defense just be- 
fore the house adjourned today and put 
through an amendment increasing the 
number of submarines to be built from 
twenty, as suggested by the Democrats, 
to fifty, as recomimended by the general 
board. 

The Democrats were able to beat three 
important amendments offered by the 
Republicans in the committee of the 
whole. These were to authorize the con- 
struction of two dreadnaughts, to add 
one battle cruiser, and to provide that 
all work on battle cruisers shall be com- 
pleted within twenty-four months, 

The vote on battleships was 104 to 116, 
on battle cruisers 83 to 100, on subma- 
rines 114 to 104, and on the speeding up 
program 96 to 108. 


Republican Leaders Confident. 

After the vote was taken by tellers, 
the Republican leaders predicted that 
when a record roll call is had they will 
gain enough Democrats to put the gen- 
eral board’s program over. During the 
day, at one time or another, eighteen 
Democrats voted for a navy larger than 
that approved by the house committee, 
while twelve Republicans went on rec- 
ord ggainst the general board’s program 
to restore the American navy to second 
place in three years. 

On the battleship issue eight Republi- 
dans who voted against the construction 
of any more dreadnaughts were: Good, 
Green, Haugen, and Ramseyer of Iowa, 
Nelson of Wisconsin, Cramton of Michi- 
gan, Mondell of Wyoming, and Ellsworth 
of Minnesota. 

In addition to these, Bech of Wisconsin, 
Kinkaid of Nebraka, Mooney of Ohio, 
and McCracken of Idaho voted against 
the general board's proposal to increase 
the number of battle cruisers from five, 
as provided by the committee, to six. 


Party Lines Are Broken, 

Democrats who supported the general 
board on battleships, battle cruisers, and 
submarines were: Gallagher, McAn- 
drews, McDermott, and Stone of Illinois; 
Driscoll and Farley of New York; Beakes 
of Michigan; Linthicum, Coady, and 
Price of Maryland: Phelan of Massachu- 
setts; Sherley of Kentucky; Du Pree of 
Louisiana, and Tague of Massachusetts. 

Gandy of South Dakota, Foster of 
Tilinois, Cox of Indiana, and Kettner of 
California, all Democrats, joined in boost 
ing the number of submarines. O’Ghaugh- 
nessy of Rhode Island, Democrat, voted 
against the submarine increase but in 
favor of the battleship and battle cruiser 
increases. 

All of the Republicans in the house 
supported the proposal to increase the 
number of submarines from twenty to 
fifty.

Washington, D. C., May 80.—[Special.]— 
Members of the Illinois delegation in 
congress today took steps to prevent the 
approval by the house of the Clarke-La 
Follette amendment to the river and har- 
bor bill adopted by the senate yesterday. 

This amendment effectually prevents 
the building of the Dunne waterway and 
also restricts for all time the amount of 
water the sanitary district may take from 
Lake Michigan in order to dispose of the 
Chicago sewage. 


Analysis of the Situation. 

In going over the situation which hae 
developed since the senate took its action 
yesterday, while both senators from U- 
noise were away and without any one say- 
ing a word for the Dunne plan or im de- 
fense of the health of Chicagoans, the 
congressmen found: 

1. Secretary of War Baker is the author 
of the Clarke-La Follette amendment and 
} Suggested to Senator Clarke that it should 
de put into the senate measure. 

2. The secretary of war sent a letter to 
Senator Clarke urging the adoption of 
the amendment, after Gen. W. M. Black. 
the new chief of engineers, had furnished 
him with a memorandum condemning the 
Dunne plan. 

8. The Black Memorandum and the 
Baker letter indicate that the war de- 
partment will rule adversely on Gov. 
Dunne's petition for a rehearing on his 
waterway scheme. 

4. The only way to prevent congres- 
sional! action limiting the amount of water 
that may be taken from Lake Michigan 
by either the sanitary district or the 
state of Tilinols for waterway purposes 
is to eliminate the amended authoriza- 
tion altogether. 


Dlinoisans Prepare to Fight.

| MYSTERY OF THE DWAD MAN. 


{From the New York Times.] 

Although, according to a statement made by a 
staff captain of the French army to the Times 
correspondent on May 2d. Le Mort Homme, usu- 
ally spoken of in the dispatches as Dead Man 
hill, on that day had passed into the possession 
of the Germans, its mystery remains—where is 
it and by whom has it been ocdupied, since the 
Germans have On several previous occasions laid 
claims. to its possession? 

As à matter of fact, it is not a hill at all but 
a spur jutting out in a northeasterly direction 
from Hill 295. It is eo designated on the French 
official maps and military sketches. On these 
maps Hill 296 is 1,500 yards due east from the 
village of Cumiéres, also captured by the Ger- 
mans on May 24, while about the same distance 
further east and 15 degrees north of Hill 293 
is Hill 265. Between Hill 265 and the spur of 
Hill 295, which ig the genuine Mort Homme, is a 
deep valiey. ft 

All this is different on the German maps. Here 
Hill 295, with no spur dt all, ts 1,700 yards east 
and a little north of Cumiéres, while Hill 265 is 
2,000 yards due east from this village, with Le 
Mort Homme jutting out from it in a north- 
easterly direction. 

Consequently, when the Germans have an- 
nounced, as they Nave on several occasions since 
March 16, that they had captured Le Mort 
Homme, these claims were denied by the French, 
for what the enemy had actually captured was 
the spur of Hill 265 and not the spur of Hill 296, 
which is the real Dead Man. 

But now that we learn from a French source 
that Le Mort Homme is in the possession of the 
Germans, there is no reason longer to doubt that

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SPREAD OF TYPHOID. 
HEN the war of 1661 had ended 
the northern army wae gathered 
at Washington. One of the 
greatest demonstration in mod- 
ern history was the parade of 
the victorious army down Pennsylvania 
avenue, After the review the troaps were 
gent to their homes and disbanded. .

The English health o officers have ne 
that lesson from our civil war. Accord - 
ing to the annual report to the local gov- 
ernment board (19)4-'15) of the medical 
officer, corresponding somewhat to the 
surgeon general of the United States pub- 
lic health service in this country, they are 
planning to prevent the civil populations 
from being infected with typhoid by the 
returning soldiers. In the first place they 
try to prevent the soldiers from becoming 
infected with typhoid by vaccinating as 
many of them ae is possible under the 
circumstances. 

The amount of typhoid in the British 
army and in other European armies en- 
gaged in this war is small almost beyond 
belief. The typhoid among British sol- 
diers is but a small fraction of that 
| among British ciyilians—and the civilians 
in Great Britain have little typhoid as 
compared with civilians in the United 
States. 

Large numbers of soldiers returning to 
civil life disarrange society. Contagion 
of all sorta, including typhoid, is prone 
to increase when society is disarranged. 
The health authorities are on the look- 
out to prevent returned soldiers from 
spreading typhoid. Our health officers 
can learn a lesson in protecting resorts 
against infection by outsiders and in pro- 
tecting the home town against infection 
by returning vacationists. 


> 
This government report offers another 
good suggestion. Smallpox is very near- 
ly wiped out in England and Wales. Last 
year ten smallpox hospitals were 
changed into tuberculosis hospitals. 
These changes were permanent. Nine 
other smallpox hospitals were tempora- 
rily used as tuberculosis hospitals. Ar- 
rangements were made by which two 
counties, each having a smallpox hospi- 
tal, would agree that one hospital should 
care for the smallpox of the two counties 
the vacated hospital to be used for con- 
sumption. 
Thirty-nine isolation hospitals for other 
diseases than smallpox were also used 
temporarily for consumption. This was 
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made possible by codperativée agreements 
to take care of the contagion which might 
develop. The said that no satis- 
factory evidence that any consumptive in 
such contagious disease hospital had 
been infected was brought to the notice 
of the board.

Quite young, being a little over 
years of age, with e. slight mustache, 
with piercing eyes, and keen, sharp fea- 
tures he is a native of the province of An- 
Hui, graduated from the military school 
of Pei-Yang with such brilliancy as to 
commend him to the notice of Yuan, who 
attached him to his staff. In fact, Tuan 
became Yuan's right hand man and was 

his chief counselor when Yuan was vice- 
roy of Chih-Li. 
— 

From that day to this he has been a 
stanch follower of Yuan, though he has 
always remained a republican and never 
approved of Yuan's abortive attempt to 
become emperor, which is responsible for 
the present revolt. 

It was Tuan who was the real organizer 
of the European trained northern army, 
by means of which Yuan Shi-kal became 
first premier, then dictator, and there- 
upon president, and when Yuan became 
premier of China under the empire, in 
1911, Tuan, after succeeding him as vice- 
roy of the Hu-Kuang province, also as- 
sumed the command of the northern 
army. It was in this capacity that he 
was one of the chief military officers whu 
signed the memortal to the throne, invit- 
ing the infant Manchu emperor to abdi- 
cate, with the result that the re- 
public came into existence. . 

When Yuan became president of the 
republic he appointed Tuan as minister 
of war. More recently he has gov 
ernor general of the province of Hu-Peh 
He has the full support of the army, un- 
derstands the civil administration, as well 
as the military sitGation, enjoys a high 
reputation for honesty, is not afraid of 
responsibility, and has given evidence of 
belng possessed of a keen sense of justice.

Young Lord Stanley, who has just been 
invalided home from the front in France, 
badly though not dangerously wounded, 
is an officer of the Grenadier guards, the 
most intimate friend and chum of tho 
prince of Wales, with whom he was at 
Oxford, and, incidentally, the eldest son 
and heir of the Darl of Derby.

WILLIAM A. RANKIN IS DEAD. 


_ William A, Rankin, a captain in the 
Thirty-third Iowa infantry, died yester- 
day at the Presbyterian hospital. He was 
77 years old. Fyneral services wilt be 
held Friday at his home in Onarga, UI. 
Capt. Rankin and David Rankin, a 
cousin, did much in the development of 
Illinois Central lands about Onarga.
